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t The NRA files a federal lawsuit to overturn 

California’s semiautomatic firearms ban. . . 


INETEEN EIGHTY-NINE was 
a very difficult year for Ameri¬ 
can firearms owners. 

The forces of the political left in this 
country, strongly represented in the 
nation's news media.and in govern¬ 
ment, who have long been dead-set 
against American firearms ownership, 
did everything they could to whip up 
public hysteria over the shooting ram¬ 
page of the psychotic drifter Patrick 
Purdy in a Stockton, California, school 
yard in which 5 children were killed 
and 30 others wounded by Purdy using 
a semiautomatic AK-47 rifle. 

One of the worst results of that hys¬ 
teria was last year’s passage in Califor¬ 
nia of a draconian, unconstitutional 
and otherwise illegal ban on the sale, 
manufacture and possession of dozens 
of semiautomatic firearms, and severe 
restrictions on Californians who al¬ 
ready possess those weapons. 

This was accomplished by the con¬ 
certed actions of a largely anti-gun 
press (such as the leftist Los Angeles 
Times), California’s State Legislature, 
controlled for many years now by 
powerful leftist politicians, and numer¬ 
ous government officials, some left- 
wing and vehemently anti-firearm 
ownership like Attorney General John 
Van de Kamp, and some supposedly 
conservative Republicans—primarily 
our turncoat Governor, George Deuk- 
mejian. Deukmejian was elected on a 
platform that opposed harsh gun con¬ 
trol but he abandoned the gun owners 
who voted for him during the hysteria 
over assault-type firearms and will¬ 
ingly joined forces with California’s 
radical left wing to deprive law-abiding 
Californians of their rights, as did a 
number of other politicians who previ¬ 


ously had represented themselves as 
pro-gun. 

On Feb. 14 of this year the NRA 
filed suit in U.S. District Court in 
Fresno challenging the legality of this 
first-in-the-nation ban on sale and pos¬ 
session of many military-style semi¬ 
automatic weapons. Basically, the law¬ 
suit asserts that the California ban 
violates several provisions of federal 
law and the U.S. and California con¬ 
stitutions. 

The lawsuit contends California’s 
Assault Weapons Control Act, as it is 
called, “is preempted by the federal 
Civilian Marksmanship Program and 
the Firearms Owners’ Protection Act, 
infringes on the right of the people to 
keep arms, violates the right to privacy 
and to defend the home, is a bill of 
attainder, grants privileges and immu¬ 
nities not granted on the same terms 
to all citizens, violates the right against 
self-incrimination, and otherwise vio¬ 
lates the Unites States Constitution 
and the California Constitution.” 

The lawsuit sets the stage for a crit¬ 
ical and historic battle over the rights 
of free citizens of this country to keep 
and bear an entire class of firearms, 
specifically, military-type semiauto¬ 
matic firearms ideally suited for 
defense of one’s home or this nation, 
should the need arise. 

The powerful and dangerous anti¬ 
gun-ownership forces in our society, 
who find a willing mouthpiece and 
propaganda organ in much of our mass 
media to brainwash the public, have 
long contended that the Second Amend¬ 
ment to the U.S. Constitution, which 
declares that the right of the people 
to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed, is irrelevant in the “gun con¬ 


trol” debate and if not an anachronism, 
in any event applies only to the arm¬ 
ing of a National Guard. In their 
determined drive to totally disarm the 
citizenry, the anti-gun movement lead¬ 
ers assert there is no individual right 
to keep and bear arms. The courts — 
and ultimately the U.S. Supreme Court 

— will now likely be asked to rule on 
that contention, as well as on a host 
of other legal challenges put forth in 
the NRA’s suit. 

While the NRA is paying for legal 
costs, it is joined as a plaintiff in 
the suit by the Fresno, California, Rifle 
and Pistol Club, the California Rifle 
and Pistol Association and numerous 
individuals, among them law enforce¬ 
ment officers, two women who shoot 
high power rifles competitively, several 
Californians who participate in the 
U.S. Army’s Civilian Marksmanship 
program, and one Arizona resident who 
travels through California to target 
shoot in Oregon. 

Also plaintiffs in the lawsuit are 
Springfield Armory, Inc. and Heckler 
and Koch, Inc., the manufacturers and 
or importers of firearms specifically 
outlawed by the California ban. 

The sole defendant in the suit is 
California’s Attorney General John K. 
Van de Kamp who is vigorously anti¬ 
gun and who lobbied forcefully for the 
semiautomatic ban. He is being sued 
in his official capacity as the person 
responsible for administration and 
enforcement of the law. 

In some ways I’m elated about the 
lawsuit and in others I’m worried. The 
courts, as the NRA has noted, are polit¬ 
ical animals, and if the judges/just ices 
who decide the case wish to interpret 
the laws of the country in favor of 
the anti-gun-ownership movement , we 
could well see the elimination of legal 
public firearms possession very quickly 
in this country. 

As he crusaded for the ban on semi¬ 
automatic weapons in California last 
year. Van de Kamp declared that the 
struggle of the anti-gun forces to out¬ 
law these guns is the fight “of our 
lives.” And so it is also for the pro¬ 
gun forces, “the fight of our lives.”

Environmental terrorism hotline established, 
Gun Rights Factbook statistics refute anti-gunners, 
heterosexual AIDS ‘epidemic’ exaggerated, 
scientists say. . . 


T HE vast majority of people in the 
environmental movement are well 
intentioned and law abiding. Recently 
however, some of the more extreme 
elements in the movement have under¬ 
taken actions which can only be labeled 
as environmental terrorism. Some of 
these actions have included attempted 
bombings in the name of animal liber¬ 
ation, planting metal spikes in trees 
about to be logged, and purportedly, 
in the case of one group opposed to pes¬ 
ticide spraying, releasing Mediterra¬ 
nean fruit flies in a major agricultural 
region of California. 

In an effort to counter those who 
would use environmental terrorism to 
attain their goals, the non-profit Moun¬ 
tain States Legal Foundation has open¬ 
ed a hotline for people with informa¬ 
tion about acts of environmental ter¬ 
rorism. The goals of the foundation are 
to document where and when such acts 
occur, help in apprehending those 
responsible, and warn those who might 
be endangered by such acts. Founda 
tion President William Pendly notes 
that environmental terrorism is more 
“than damage to machinery. . . Peo¬ 
ple are being injured, and it won’t be 
long before someone is killed.” Those 
with any pertinent information are 
asked to call the foundation hotline at 
(303) TESTIFY. 

Debating Points — Alan M. Gottlieb, 
chairman of the Citizens Committee 
for the Right to Keep and Bear Arms, 
has authored a book called the Gun 
Rights Factbook which is filled with 
information and statistics you can use 
in debating the anti-gunners, or in 
answering the anti-gun editorials too 
often found in the nation’s newspapers. 

Here are some of the interesting 
statistics found in the Gun Rights Fact- 
book. Gun deaths account for only 2 
percent of all the accidental deaths in 
the U.S. More than 99.9 percent of 
American gun owning households do 
not experience a gun accident in any 
given year. Fatal firearms accidents in 
the home have gone down 64 percent 


in the past 17 years. Handguns were 
used in self defense some 645,000 times 
last year. 3,000 criminals are killed, 
and 16,000 others wounded each }^ear 
by law abiding citizens defending them¬ 
selves from attack. Lastly, a recent 
study shows that owning a gun saves 
the lives of 20,000 people each year 
who use their weapons to defend them¬ 
selves against violent attack. 

AIDS Exaggeration Of the 113,211 
AIDS cases in the United States, only 
some 4.8 percent or 5,457, can be traced 
to heterosexual relations. Further, most 
of those 5 percent of heterosexual AIDS 
patients were the regular partners of 
intravenous drug users, transfusion 
recipients, hemophiliacs, and in a few 
cases, bisexuals. “The myth is that it’s 
spreading from ‘hetero’ to ‘hetero’ to 
‘hetero,’ ” says former AIDS researcher 
Michael Fumento, author of The Myth 
of Heterosexual AIDS. 

The recently released book has been 
drawing fire from AIDS activists and 
homosexual groups which have called 
the author “homophobic and sexist.” 

Still, there are a growing number of 
researchers who are beginning to sug¬ 
gest that the so-called epidemic of 
AIDS in the heterosexual community 
is a result of a sensationalist press, 
combined with self-serving AIDS acti¬ 
vists and homosexual groups. 

Another researcher, health economist 
Joel Hay of the Hoover Institution at 
Stanford University, has called into 
question the current government esti¬ 
mate of the total number of HIV- 
infected people in the United States. 
That number is now said to be between 
950,000 and 1.45 million by govern¬ 
ment sources. Hay, using a statistical 
method known as “back calculation,” 
has concluded that the government 
figures might be off by a factor of 
two, Hay’s numbers show an estimated 
640,000 HIV-infected people in the U.S. 
He uses the same technique in predict¬ 
ing the number of new AIDS cases 
reported monthly. •

Man Tracking 
Techniques 

A search arid rescue skill that can 
be very valuable. . .

EVERAL years back a member of 
our survival group had his young 
son disappear in the Coconino National 
Forest in the rugged country near 
Happy Jack, Arizona. When he got a 
call from his wife who had been visit¬ 
ing friends in the area, notifying him 
that his son had been lost, he immedi¬ 
ately called me and as crisis leader of 
our group I activated all members with 
the only condition red emergency we 
have ever issued. The Coconino County 
Search and Rescue unit was called out 
and before long a massive search was 
under way to find the boy. 

The emotions that a leader must face 
are very difficult during a crisis of this 
type. We all knew and loved the little 
boy. The dreadful heart rending of this 
situation actually put the boy’s father 
out of commission by mid-day. My peo¬ 
ple were counting on me. I remember 
coming upon an old rock cistern and 
not being able to look in it. It took 
several minutes before I could do it. 
Then I had difficulty seeing the bot¬ 
tom of the thing through the patina 
of tears that covered my eyes. I could 
not let anyone else see, after all, they 
were depending on me. 

Finally, after some agonizing hours 
of searching, the boy was found. I 
made an oath to myself that if it were 
ever possible I would learn more about 
tracking and search and rescue tech¬ 
niques. It took several years but I kept 
that oath! 


Search and rescue is really more of 
a science and to some degree an art. 
Many search and rescue units become 
drinking clubs and horseback roping 
leagues. It is unfortunate that this 
skill is many times not studied by 
those who claim to practice it. It was 
lucky for us that the Coconino Search 
and Rescue is one of the finest in the 
country. You would have to be when 
the Grand Canyon is part of your beat. 
One skill that impressed me and is the 
subject of this article is the art of man 
tracking. 

Man tracking should not be confused 
with the tracking of game animals. 
While the two have similarities they 
also have wide differences. The basic 
type of search for the average search 


teams is the line search. This simply 
means get a group of people in a line 
and cover a specific quadrant on a 
map. While not as effective as many 
other methods it does have the benefit 
of being simple so that untrained and 
out of shape people can utilize it. 
Trackers should start ahead of these 
groups so that tracks or sign are not 
compromised by those who are trying 
to help. 

Trackers or a tracking unit should 
start by casting for sign in the last 
reported place the lost person was 
seen. Footprints, clothing, shoes, gum 
wrappers or anything the lost person 
was known to have on his person can 
be used to mark his passage across 
the earth. 

What method is most effective to i ni- 
tially find tracks? I like two, the Cross 
Grain and the Circle Cut. The Cross 
Grain (lower part of diagram A) is one 
you may have learned in the Boy Scouts. 
The searcher simply studies the earth 
for sign while walking in a pattern. 
This pattern is that of interlocking 
L’s. For close study a person may wish 
to use very short legs in his pattern. 
If larger distances are needed that

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pattern can be enlarged. Two people 
can use the pattern working together 
as well. 

The other good track acquisition 
method is the Circle Cut (see diagram 
B). This is simply searching for signs 
by radiating from some central point 
for a given distance, the ending point 
of each leg will eventually describe a 
circle. This method can be used with 
one person but really comes into its 
own when you have three or more 
searchers. Each searcher can then 
travel a given distance on a compass 
heading searching for sign. Remem¬ 
ber that as distance from the starting 
point increases so does the distance 
between each search leg. This method 
is particularly effective because it 
searches in a 360 degree circle instead 
of just one direction. 

After careful searching let us say 
that our tracking team has found sev¬ 
eral tracks that have been identified 
as being the right size and perhaps 
the mother remembered that the shoe 
print looks like those on the boy’s ten¬ 
nis shoes. What do you do? Keep un¬ 
trained people away from the area and 
track boxes (see track box diagram) 
which can tell you how long the lost 
person’s stride is, if he was running 
etc. Most of all get your team familiar 
with the imprint the shoe has made 
in the earth. Casts can be made of 
prints as well. Is a second person 
involved? Is the victim limping? 

After finding tracks move down the 
trail left by them. Be careful not to 
obliterate them. If you are tracking a 
dangerous person you will need several 
people to keep watch for the bad guy 
(See diagrams C and C-l for team secu¬ 
rity tracking formations). Even if foul 
play is not suspected use security for¬ 
mations. A luminous marker should 
be left along your back trail from time 
to t ime. It is easy for a single searcher 
or a search team to get lost simply 
because they concentrate on the ground 
and not landmarks. A team should 
have a navigator to avoid this problem. 
Security people should not track. It is 
good to have a spare tracker as it is 
very taxing and a tracking team can 
move faster even if the trackers spell 
each other every 20 minutes or so. 

Another method can be used to find 
sign if you have identified a clear 
consistent trail of tracks. It is called 
cutting for sign (see 90-degree cut for 

sign, diagram A) This method can 

speed up a rescue by expediting track¬ 
ing. Radios should really be used for 
this method. A tracker or tracking 
team is left on a set of tracks and

tries to continue following them. A 
larger team then travels down the sus¬ 
pected route off to one side of the 
path of tracks and then members of 
the second team cut off from the main 
body (which is traveling parallel to the 
suspected track paths) at pre-selected 
intervals perpendicular or at a 90 
degree angle from the main body of 
the second team. If one of these people 
who have “cut” for sign comes across 
the lost persons tracks and can clearly 
identify them, he begins to follow the 
track path and eventually can radio 
the team leader of what he has found. 
The team leader may decide to move 
up everyone to this location and ad¬ 
vance the search. He might just to be 
sure, keep the original team on their 
track path until they reach the man 
who cut for sign and discovered the 
track path. He might repeat the cut¬ 
ting for sign process again hoping to 
gain time on the lost person. 

This method can also be used when 
a clear track path is lost at a river or 
in difficult country. Perhaps a search 
team can reacquire the tracks of a lost 
individual by avoiding the obstacle and 
picking up the tracks on the other side 
by cutting for sign. This method can 
be tremendously effective in advanc¬ 
ing a search or picking up time on the 
“victim” especially in the face of bad

weather or nightfall if the victim is 
very young. It does take personnel who 
have been moderately trained however. 
This type of activity is extremely good 
for a survival group to practice. 

Night Tracking — Many people feel 
that this is impossible or above their 
ability. It is not! It does take practice. 
Have a person during the day lay down 
a track in good tracking country where 
a clear print is left. Bring in your 
team of beginning trackers that even¬ 
ing and let them find the track using 
the above methods, just before night¬ 
fall. Your trackers with a flashlight 
(a GI angle head flash works great) 
can spot tracks by keeping their flash¬ 
light just off the ground shining at 
the earth at about a 20 degree angle. 
The prints are actually cast into relief 
by the light and darkness combination. 
Many old cougar hunters use this 
method just before sun up to find cat 
tracks in the snow or mud using their 
truck lights. 

In the right country night tracking 
can be easier than day tracking as 
faint tracks may stand out better. 
Remember, it is easier to sneak up on 
someone or a team at night, especially 
when they have flashlights on. If you 
are forced to track a person who is dan¬ 
gerous or has been abducted keep the 
flashlight away from your body. Have 
security elements at some distance 
from the tracker and in front of them. 
Instruct them not to look at flashlights 
or carlights so they do not loose night 
vision. Have an extra tracker to rotate 
the tracking duty. 

Night tracking is strenuous on the 
eyes and back. Remember to keep rear 
security who’ve been warned not to be 
backlit by the tracker’s flashlight. Only 
one flashlight should be lit and that 
is the tracker’s. The spare tracker while 
not working can be personal security 
for the working tracker, keeping him 
from running into thorn bushes etc. 
Keep the flashlight away from your 
body so that if shots are fired they hit 
air or the light, perhaps saving your 
body. Someone should keep track of 
where the night tracking team is going, 
for it’s easy to get lost at night when 
occupied by other things than navi¬ 
gation. Night tracking is really a team 
effort though one man can do it. To 
get good at it, practice. 

A few points to remember. A team 


leader should be chosen who is not the 
best tracker but is able to make cru¬ 
cial and sometimes difficult decisions 
and live with them. A searcher once 
told me how on a search he had taken 
a right instead of a left on a deer 
trail. The child was never found. The 
next year on another search in the 
same place on the same trail he took 
a left instead of a right and found the 
victim of the previous year’s search not 
100 yards from the fork in the trail 
The remains of the child were buried. 
Heartache and wrinkles come with 
responsibility. A little practice goes a 
long way! 

Helping your local search and res¬ 
cue team can be rewarding and an 
extremely valuable experience for you 
or your survival group — you do not 
have to reveal that you are survival- 
ists. Learn the sole patterns of your 
survival group or family’s boot wear. 
Even better, cut a distinctive notch in 
your group’s boot heels and especially 
those of the young ones in your family. 
One of the toughest things as a tracker 
is trying to determine whether this 
track or that is the track of the miss¬ 
ing person and not that of other 
searchers, hunters or children at play. 

When you are vacationing or in 
remote country keep your children in 
a given area and watch them. Instruct 
your children that if they get lost to 
hug a tree. The sooner that child sets 
down the easier it will be to find him. 
Give your child a whistle (all kids love 
whistles) and make them keep it on 
their bodies while in the woods. If 
your child does get lost keep calm 
because that child’s life is in your 
hands and rests on your level headed 
decisions. Make a sketch of the bottom 
of the lost person’s shoe and pass it 
around to searchers. 

Tracking is an art and a science. 
Some can be taught but most has to 
be learned through practice. It is worth 
you and your group’s time to learn it. 
It may be the only means at your dis¬ 
posal to save a member of your family 
or a member of your survival group 
Man tracking may also be the only way 
in a post holocaust world to track down 
something which has been stolen from 
you or to rid the world of a problem 
human. I know that if someone would 
harm one of my loved ones in such a 
scenario they had better watch their 
backtrail for a very long time! •

Each meal 
provides 1,300 to 1,500 calories and 
includes a meat entree, desert, crackers, 
cheese or jelly spread, usually a sup¬ 
plement such as beans or applesauce, 
coffee, creamer, sugar, candy, matches, 
and toilet paper. They come sealed in 
a heavy-duty plastic pouch that is 
almost impossible to tear open with¬ 
out a knife. SI has a new shipment of 
these complete meals that were packed 
in 1987 and 1988. 

A number of new entrees are avail¬ 
able that can be bought individually. 
Ham and Potatoes are new MREs 
packed in 1989 and they are reported 
to taste quite good. Other entrees 
include: Beans in Tomato Sauce, Ome¬ 
let with Ham, Spaghetti with Meat 
and Sauce, Chicken Stew, Potatoes 
Au Gratin, Meatballs with Barbecue 
Sauce, Chicken and Rice, Turkey.

Vegetable retorts can round out a 
meal and now available at SI are six 
ounce portions that were made for a 
famous name in foods that then de¬ 
cided they did not fit in their line.

F EDERAL Ordnance’s new Ranger 
Lite lightweight 1911A1 Govern¬ 
ment Model .45 pistol is the result of 
years of research and development. 

Made to military specifications using 
modern CNC machinery, the Ranger 
Lite has a stress relieved die cast alu¬ 
minum alloy frame and a machined 
8620 high carbon steel frame. Fed Ord 
modifies the otherwise military appear¬ 
ance of this pistol by adding Millet 
high profile fixed sights, rubber wrap 
around grips, extended slide stop and 
magazine release, beavertail grip safety 
tang and a longer, lightened speed trig¬ 
ger. Trigger pull is consistent with 
government issue 1911Alsat about 6 
pounds. 

The overall weight of the gun empty 
is 32 ounces, about half a pound light¬ 
er than an all steel 1911A1. Fed Ord 
parts are interchangeable with govern¬ 
ment issue 1911Als. 

The lightweight 1911A1 has been a 
goal of Fed Ord’s management for a 
number of years, following Fed Ord’s 
purchase of Ranger Machine & Tbol 
Company which made lightweight 
frames only for the 1911A1.45 pistols.

Our first test firing session with the Ranger Lite 
was right after a winter storm in the mountains at 
5,000 feet elevation in bitter cold and high winds. 
Test guns, cameras and shooters were all adversely 
affected by the cold and accuracy was not good. 
Later at a gun club range we obtained 
much better accuracy with the Ranger

“ X ’M a true believer in alternative 
Ji energy systems,” explains Jon Hill, 
an engineer who owns Integral Energy 
Systems in Nevada City, California. 
“When you buy energy from power 
companies, you give up freedom. If you 
break the cycle and make your own 
power, you increase your ability to be 
truly independent. 

Customers who shop at Integral 
Energy Systems come from all 50 states 
and 35 foreign countries. They include 
persons living on rural acreage beyond 
the power lines, vacationers who travel 
in Recreation Vehicles (RVs) or boats, 
urban residents who prefer alternative 
energy systems to conventional utility 
power, as well as hikers who like to 
toss a folding solar panel into their 
backpacks or quadriplegics who use 
panels to recharge the batteries in 
their electric wheelchairs. 

Jon Hill’s 83-page booklet called The 
1989 Electrical Independence Guide¬ 
book and Catalogue features solar elec¬ 
tric panels (also called photovoltaic 
panels) in all sizes and shapes, as well 
as the batteries and inverters they 
power. Hill also sells wind generators, 
woodstove hot water heaters, small 
hydroelectric systems, propane refrig¬ 
erators, solar-powered water pumps, 
solar hot water panels, and many other 
unusual products (like 12-volt answer¬ 
ing machines) that offer viable alter¬ 
natives to conventional utility power. 
Plus he markets a full line of books 
for students who want to learn more 
about alternative technology. 

Solar Panels — Although many peo¬ 
ple seem content to pay monthly elec¬ 
trical bills to commercial power com¬ 
panies, it is quite possible today to 
power all of your appliances through 
alternative sources of electricity. 

One of the best systems is solar 
panels which allow you to harness the 
sun to provide your electricity econom¬ 
ically, efficiently, safely and silently. 

Solar panels are made up of silicon 
cells. When sunlight strikes the sili¬ 
con, a flow of electricity results. This 
current can be used to run an appli¬ 
ance directly (and is used this way for 
some solar water pumping applica¬ 
tions); however, to power appliances in 

a household, RV, or boat, it is prefer¬ 
able to store the electricity in batter¬ 
ies so that you cam use the power at 
night or in cloudy weather. 

When you use solar panels, the

amount of electricity you can produce 
and store depends on three variables: 
the size and number of panels you own, 
the storage capacity of your batteries, 
and the hours of sunlight in your par¬ 
ticular location. Besides your panels. 


you may also want to have a backup 
generator/battery charger in order to 
charge your batteries on days that are 
overcast. This can be a savings in the 
long run, because you won’t need to 
size your photovoltaic system for worst- 


case weather conditions, 

How many solar panels you need is 
directly related to the number and 
type of appliances you want to run. 
When Ben and Gladys Eckhardt, re¬ 
tirees from northern California, travel 
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in their RV, they carry one solar panel 
to run a 12-volt (DC) system that 
includes: lights, black and white TV, 
the fan motor in the range hood, and 
the bathroom fan. However, at the Eck- 
hardt’s remote house, three hours down 
a dirt; road on the Baja Peninsula in 
Mexico, they have an eight-panel array 
on the roof. 

That/s because their at-home elec¬ 
tricity use is much larger: numerous 
kitchen appliances and power tools, 
plus a color television, water pump, 
and refrigerator. “Solar power is like 
magic,” says Eckhardt. “It allows you 
to stay in the wilds as long as you 
want” 

To size your own system, you'll want 
to work with an alternative energy sys¬ 
tems supplier. But let’s just say you 
happened to stumble across a 30-watt, 
2.0-amp panel. How can you know 
exactly what it might do for you? 

The answer is partially determined 
by the amount of sunlight in your 
locale. You can consult a map of aver¬ 
age peak hours of sunlight per day 
within the United States. Presuming 
you have six hours of sunlight avail¬ 
able, you can simply multiply six 
hours of sunlight times 2.0 amps to 
determine that you will have 12.0 
amp-hours available each day. 

Will your 30-watt panel be able to 
run a 15-watt light bulb and a black 
and white TV? It’s all determined by 
how long you want to run these appli¬ 
ances, and the amount of sun in your 
area. 

Remember, your panel receives six 
hours of sunlight per day. How can you 
know if you will be able to watch TV 
for two hours in the evening, and then 
read a book by the light of your 15- 
watt bulb, for the next three hours? 

You can set up your problem this 
way:

Once you know the total amp-hours 
you will use per day — in this case 
6.7 — just divide that by the number 
of amp-hours produced by your panel 
in your location, which was 12.0. 

Since you are only using 56 percent 
of your capacity at present, you can 
make a daiquiri with a 12-volt blender, 
too (Blenders draw eight amps, but 
you’ll only be running it a few seconds, 
so there should be no problem). 

Battery Storage — In alternative 


energy production, batteries make up 
the core of your system. Your goal is 
to have batteries with large capacities 
and keep them charged. Don’t even 
consider using a car battery, it simply 
isn’t adequate. Instead, you’ll need to 
purchase deep cycle batteries. 

Standard marine or RV deep cycle 
batteries can be hauled into the woods 
(or in and out of boats) because they 
have handy carrying handles. But they 
are rather lightweight for a home power 
system. For the same price per battery, 
you should consider a pair of six-volt 
golf cart batteries, which come in var¬ 
ious sizes. 

If you want a higher quality (longer 
lasting) battery, buy an industrial bat¬ 
tery, the type used in electric fork 
lifts. They come in many sizes as well, 
and will last for about 15 to 20 years. 
Although costly, in the long run they 
will prove less expensive than golf cart 
batteries (that might last only four 
years). And finally, if you could find 
some used nickel cadmium batteries, 
you’d be in terrific shape. These will 
last 30 to 50 years, but are prohibi¬ 
tively expensive if new. 

Whatever batteries you put into 
your alternative energy system, you’ll 
need to treat them with some care. You 
don’t want them to overcharge or 
undercharge, or become too hot, too 
cold, or too dry. 

lb keep batteries from overcharging 
you’ll need to use a voltage regulator 
in order to shut off the charge when 
your batteries get full. Also, you want 
to keep batteries from getting too low 
because they can build up a crust on 
the plates called sulfation that will 
reduce their efficiency. A low voltage 
battery sensor can be installed to show 
you when your batteries are low ( a 
light could flash), or simply shut the 
load off for you. 

Batteries prefer room temperature of 
78 degrees. If they get too warm (over 
90 degrees) they may not last as long; 
and around freezing, they lose one-third 
of their capacity. You should try to 
keep your batteries relatively warm, 
unless you have a high charge con¬ 
stantly coming in. Keep them insulated 
in a box next to the house. You can 
also keep them inside the house as 
long as you vent them outside. Remem¬ 
ber, they give off hydrogen which can 
be extremely dangerous. 

What’s Right For You? — You can 

start out with a gas-powered gener¬ 
ator/battery charger to charge some 
batteries, as your basic bottom-line 
alternative energy system. Next you 


should add solar panels in order to 
convert the sun’s energy into power 
that you can store in your batteries. 
Or, if you have a windy site or a flow¬ 
ing stream, you can also hook up a 
wind generator or waterwheel to pro¬ 
duce the power you need (perhaps in 
conjunction with solar panels). 

Whether you live in an urban or 
rural setting, you should consider pro¬ 
ducing your own power so that you 
can be completely independent from 
the commercial power companies. But 
what kind of system do you need? Sim¬ 
ple or elaborate? 

Everyone who reads this article will 
have different electrical needs. The 
type of alternative electricity system 
you will want to develop will be based 
on two primary variables: your elec¬ 
trical consumption (lifestyles) and your 
geographical location (sunny? windy? 
flowing water?). 

Before designing an alternative elec¬ 
tricity system, you’ll need a general 
idea of the amount of electricity you 
want to produce. Perhaps you live in 
a small cedar cabin in the woods. For 
you a DC system that could run a few 
lights, the stereo, and television would 
probably be adequate. Or you might 
own a 6,000-square-foot home, and want 
to run everything from jacuzzis and 
microwaves to shop tools and com¬ 
puters. Regardless of your lifestyle, any 
appliance that runs on electricity can 
be powered in an alternative fashion. 
The only limits on electrical output 
will be your own budget. 

As you think through the appliances 
you need to use, please realize that 
some appliances could prove costly in 
an alternative electrical system be¬ 
cause of the volume of current they 
will draw. For example, to keep you 
warm during the winter, it’s definitely 
more cost effective to choose wood heat¬ 
ing systems over electrically powered 
heat. For the same reason, many bud¬ 
get-minded individuals tend to buy 
propane refrigerators which are more 
economical to run in alternative sys¬ 
tems than standard AC refrigerators. 

Your water pumping needs can also 
produce a large load on your alterna¬ 
tive system. If your well is over 225 
feet deep, you’ll need a jack pump which 
costs more than a submersible pump 
and also draws a lot more electricity. 

Your preferred cooking system is 
another item to ponder. You can power 
a microwave with two to three solar 
panels and be totally independent. But 
perhaps a propane stove is a cheaper 
alternative. 

The simplest alternative energy sys- 
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terns, and those with which you may 
be most familiar, are straight DC or 
12-volt photovoltaic systems. People 
who drive RVs use these systems fre¬ 
quently. You mount a couple of solar 
panels on the roof of the RV, and viola! 
You can run a 12-volt hair dryer deep 
in the forest. 

But according to Jon Hill, many 
12-volt appliances, although adequate, 
are not nearly so reliable or inexpen¬ 
sive as their 110-volt counterparts. 
Says Hill, “Why pay $85 for a single 
speed DC blender, when you can buy 
a higher quality, 12 speed AC blender 
for about $25?” 

Hill suggests that anyone seriously 
interested in alternative power use a 
modified sine wave inverter, which he 
calls the heart of the home power sys¬ 
tem. An inverter lets you make 110 
and 220 AC power out of DC battery 
power. “Inverters have gone through 
a lot of changes in the past five to ten 
years,” says Hill. “They now have 
extremely high efficiency at lower 
prices” 

Hill says that a 2,000-watt inverter 
will run most appliances people would 
use in a typical home, although not 
all of them at once. “If you want to 
iron while you run your jacuzzi and 
microwave, you might need a 5,000- 
watt inverter,” explains Hill. 

Whatever system you choose, it 
should be installed with an expanded 
scale digital volt-meter that tells you 
how much charge you have left in your 
batteries, as well as an ammeter to tell 
you how many amps are going into the 
batteries. That way, if your panels (or 
water wheel) aren’t functioning pro¬ 
perly, you’ll know it. Also, it’s a good 
idea to put a second ammeter on the 
load side, so that you can tell how 
much power you are using. That way, 
you could be alerted to shut off some 
of the lights if you are using too much 
juice too rapidly. You’ll also need a 
backup generator to charge batteries 
in bad weather (or some other backup 
power source like a water wheel) be¬ 
cause the sun isn’t always going to 
shine. And don’t forget to buy a high 
quality battery charger (some inverters 
have these built in). 

Buying, Installation — When you 
shop for panels, you’ll note that there 
are three main types: single crystal, 
poly-crystal, and thin film. Jon Hill 
recommends single crystal or poly¬ 
crystal panels for most installations, 


as they are sturdy, rigid, and will last 
20 to 30 years. Thin film panels are 
lightweight, flexible, and bulletproof, 
but they won’t last as long. However, 
you might want to consider thin film 
if you needed to haul them a long dis¬ 
tance (Or you can always consider mov¬ 
ing your panels by llama as students 
and faculty from Colorado Mountain 
College did on a recent solar instal¬ 
lation in the Rockies). 

Installing a solar system in an RV 
is simpler than making a home instal¬ 
lation. You can use brackets to anchor 
the panel to the roof joists, and run 
the wires down the refrigerator or 
plumbing vent to connect them with 
the battery. You can tilt the panels on 
the RV roof, but in the long run a flat 
panel is probably just as efficient as 
a tilted panel, because you won’t always 
park pointing the same way. 

Ben Eckhardt prefers to carry his 
panel inside his vehicle and take it out 
when he is stopped. Eckhardt installed 
a plug that runs to his battery. He 
plugs the panel right into the side of 
his RV after he sets up camp. Some¬ 
times Eckhardt stands his panel on the 
ground, but he prefers to place it on 
top of the roof. “The reason I like to 
lay my panel up on top,” says Eck¬ 
hardt, “is so no one knows it’s there.” 

One problem with mounting your 
panels at the side or top of a vehicle, 
is that you have to park in the sun 
to generate electricity. This can get 
you too hot, too fast. By using a long 
cord (up to 85 feet using number 12 
wire) you can place panels away from 
a vehicle, and generate electricity at 
a distance. That way you can park in 
the shade. 

For a home system you can buy spe¬ 
cial photovoltaic mounting structures 
that you can put on the roof of the 
house, or on the ground. The tilt is 
adjustable, and they are typically de¬ 
signed for wind load of over 100 miles 
per hour. You can also get a track rack, 
which will increase output up to 43 
percent over a fixed system. 

It will pay off if you buy your solar 
panels and other alternative energy 
products from an expert in solar energy, 
someone who has a great deal of ex¬ 
perience in the field. Although your 
bill will list panels, inverters, batter¬ 
ies, and wire, you are also buying that 
person’s expertise in helping you size 
your system correctly and decide what 
you really need. You are also paying 
for long term “free” advise on instal¬ 


lation and maintenance of your entire 

home energy system. 

Jon Hill, who uses an eight-panel 
solar array in his own remote home, 
says that alternative energy dealers 
need to thorougly understand basic elec¬ 
tricity and actually use photovoltaic 
systems so they can give customers the 
information they need. Explains Hill: 
“When people buy a system they are 
also buying an information service, and 
it needs to be a high quality one” 

It also might prove very helpful to 
read up on solar electricity or even 
take a short course in the subject. At 
Colorado Mountain College in Carbon- 
dale, Colorado, there’s a year-long 
photovoltaics and energy conservation 
class that includes weatherization, 
greenhouse design and construction, 
solar air heating, solar water heating, 
and photovoltaics. Or you can opt for 
a two-week, hands-on summer class 
that focuses entirely on designing and 
installing solar electric systems. 

At first alternative energy may sound 
like a complicated topic, but your dili¬ 
gence will pay off. The independence 
you will gain in having your own power 
system is well worth the effort and dol¬ 
lars you will spend. Electrical freedom 
is a worthwhile goal that you can start 
focusing on today •

OME of the Enfield rifles of this 
type have been around since before 
the turn of the century. 

The Short Magazine Lee Enfield 
(S.M.L.E.) No. 1, Mark III rifles in .303 
British caliber were used in World War 
I, World War II and even the Korean 
War by regular military forces. Some 
were seen in the hands of rebels fight¬ 
ing the Soviets in Afghanistan, A 
sniper variant was used by British 
troops in Northern Ireland in the 1970s. 

The John Jovino Co. Inc.(5 Centre 
Market Place, Dept. ASG , New York, 
NY 10013; phone 212-925-4881; FAX 
212-9664986—ask to speak with Sales 
Manager Robert Seligman) has im¬ 
ported a considerable quantity of these 


10-round detachable magazine fed, bolt 
action military surplus rifles from 
Australia and they are now available 
for sale to the American public. 

Purchased from the Australian gov¬ 
ernment and made in Australia, the 
rifles are available in three grades of 
quality: very good to excellent condi¬ 
tion, like new condition (such as the 
sample shown and tested here), and 
a limited quantity of new condition 
(refinished). 

The machinery used to make these 
rifles was made in the U.S. and proofed 
by Colt Firearms in the early part of 
this century, according to John Jovino 
Sales Manager Robert Seligman. He 
said the quality of these Australian 
Enfields is such that the tolerances 
are far superior to any of the other 
Enfields of this type made elsewhere. 




The Australians, he said, took much 
better care of their Enfields, generally, 
than was provided by other govern¬ 
ments and as a result, these guns are 
in excellent shape. 

There is a lot of history behind these 
weapons, and although there wasn't 
time to do extensive research on them 
in the brief period that we had and 
tested our sample rifle, you can tell 
that it’s seen some use for many years 
by the markings on it, and yet it’s 
practically new, as far as I can tell. 
The bore and rifling appeared to be 
in excellent condition and the stock 
(probably Australian Coachwood) is in

Australian Enfield Rifle 


The metal parts have a gray non- 

reflective parkerized finish and all 
metal and wood on our test gun are 
as good as new. This piece has been 
well preserved. As I said earlier, it’s 
rated as a like new condition. 

If this is like new, I'd love to see 
new condition. The .303 British round 
is powerful and compares roughly with 
our modern .308 Win. (7.62 NATO) 
round. We obtained a bandoleer of sur¬ 
plus military .303 rounds in stripper 
clips from Federal Ordnance, Inc. (1443 
Potrero Ave., P.O. Box 6050, South El 
Monte, CA 91733; 818-3504161), which 
has quite a bit of this stuff' along with 
all kinds of other military surplus fire¬ 
arms, ammunition and accessories ob¬ 
tained from sources around the world. 
We found this ammunition worked per¬ 
fectly in our test rifle and we recom¬ 
mend it. The .303 ammunition is fairly 
commonly available in this country as 
military surplus and new commercial 
product and reloading equipment is 
also available. 

At a nearby rifle range we set up 
some targets at the 100-yard range and 
proceeded to bench rest test fire the 
rifle. There's considerable recoil, de¬ 
spite the weight of the rifle, but noth¬ 
ing particularly uncomfortable to deal 
with unless you're going to be firing 
for hours at a time. We were surprised 
to find how easy it was to shoot this 
rifle and how accurate it is. Our very 
first groups were 6 inches and 4.5 
inches. Operation was flawless and 
smooth. This is one very reliable and 
accurate gun! 

In our estimation, the Australian 
S.M.L.E. No. 1 MK III rifles, if this 
one is typical, are an outstanding lot 
and would be excellent for hunting, 
target practice and even, if needed, 
for self defense. An owner’s manual is 
being prepared for the rifles but was 
not available with our test piece. 

Tbp quality construction and mater¬ 
ials, excellent accuracy and reliability. 
These are features we look for in the 
firearms we test and this gun has 
them all. We were asked not to give 
suggested retail prices for these rifles 
as they will vary according to the 
dealer who has them and the grade 
you desire, but from some dealer prices 
we were quoted, the prices of these 
rifles are very reasonable. Ask your 
gun dealer about them or contact Ro¬ 
bert Seligman at the John Jovino Com¬ 
pany for more information. •

J n many emergency/survival situ¬ 
ations it is possible to become cut 
off from the benefits of civilization. Be 
it an automobile break down, a hiking 
accident, a plane crash or a boating 
mishap, the only help you will prob¬ 
ably receive is through the prepara¬ 
tions you have individually made in 
advance. 

While food is not considered an im¬ 
mediate need after a survival crisis, 
it does play an important role in the 
psychological aspect of recovery. Food 
can have a calming, pacifying effect, 
and provides reassurance to the victim 
of a stressful situation. 

However, the food that we normally 


eat everyday is not suitable for long 
term storage, and even some of the sur¬ 
vival foods such as MREs, freeze-dried 
and dehydrated foods cannot be stored 
for long periods in places like automo¬ 
bile trunks, lifeboats or other places 
prone to high heat or high humidity 
conditions. 

Coast Guard approved emergency 
food rations are specifically designed 
for these extremes (-20 to 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit) and have a five year shelf 
life. Packaged in waterproof plastic/foil 
pouches, the rations are pre-measured 
and ready to eat. 

Another important feature of these 
rations is that they are not thirst 
provoking. They can be consumed with¬ 
out having to “wash it down” with 
water for assimilation. They provide 


a fine balance between protein, car¬ 
bohydrates and fat, leaning more on 
the carbohydrate side.

Chinese Type 

56 Rifles

J N these days of high prices it’s 
refreshing to find long guns that 
don’t cost an arm and leg, and that’s 


just what we have here: a trio of rif¬ 
les that are not only inexpensive to 
buy but use ammo that is equally 
inexpensive. 

What this all boils down to is guns 
that just about anyone can afford to 


own and use. That being the situation, 
how can anyone knock such a deal? 
The answer is they can’t. 

The guns we re’re speaking about are 
some rifles manufactured on main¬ 
land China for various military units. 
According to the importer, unlike the 
American military, the Chinese don’t 
necessarily manufacture one type of 
rifle for all units. The different pro¬ 
vinces produce rifles of similar types, 
but stock materials and even small 
features may vary between provinces. 
The guns featured herein are all mili¬ 
tary rifles, not civilian versions for 
export, but they are not select fire or 
full-auto, so they’re strictly legal for 
civilian use in this country Better yet, 
because their magazines hold no more 
than 10 rounds, they’re not even clas¬ 
sified as “assault” rifles by the 
anti-gunners. 

What guns are we speaking about? 
The Chinese Type 56 rifle and carbine, 
which are versions of the Soviet Sim- 
inov SKS45, a standard assault rifle. 
The Chinese version is also chambered 
for the 7.62 X 39mm cartridge. The 
SKS hasn’t been used by first-line 
Soviet units for years, and is available 
as both a rifle and carbine. Unlike the 
U.S. carbine, this latter version was 
not intended to replace handguns. It 
was intended to be used as the tac¬ 
tical equivalent to the U.S. Ml or 
M14, however. 

The rifles come with a folding spike 
type bayonet (not the carbine), whereas 
the Russians models use a blade type 
bayonet. Don’t know what civilians 
would do with a bayonet, but they 
come with the gun and give it that 
true military look. Being small and 
of the folding type, it’s really insig¬ 
nificant and doesn’t get in the way. 

One feature you’ll probably like 
about this piece is that a cleaning 
rod is located just under the barrel. 
You’re never without it and if you’re 
the type of guy who likes to put a few 
hundred rounds through the gun while 
out plinking, you can easily clean and 
lube the bore occasionally to retain 
some semblance of accuracy and pre¬ 
serve the gun’s bore. 

The guns are relatively easy to field 
strip for interior maintenance, too. 
After swinging the bayonet downward 
and removing the cleaning rod, you 
rotate the receiver cover retaining pin 
(located at the right rear of the re¬ 
ceiver) upward; then, pressing on the 
receiver cover with the thumb of the 
left hand, move the pin to the right 
as far as possible, and remove the 
cover from the receiver. You’ll find 
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the recoil spring assembly is a pack¬ 
aged unit like that of the AK, and can 
be easily removed from the bolt carrier 
assembly. 

At this point you can remove the 
bolt and bolt carrier from the receiver 
by pulling back on the bolt handle. 
Now you can remove the bolt from its 
carrier. 

Take a look at the right side of the 
rear sight and you’ll find the gas 
cylinder tube lock lever. Using your 
right hand, rotate the lever upward 
until it’s stopped by the upper wall of 
the cutout in the rear sight base. Now 
you can lift the gas cylinder tube and 
the handguard assembly a bit and pull 
them to the rear. The gas piston will 
now slide from the gas cylinder tube. 

lb assemble the rifle, simply follow 
these steps in reverse. 

As our guns came from the importer, 
they were liberally coated with a pro¬ 
tective grease. It’s recommended you 
field strip them as outlined and wipe 
away all surface grease with a lint-free 
cloth, then use a gun solvent on all 
components to clean them up. At this 
point you should lube all moving parts 
with a good gun oil. Relative to the 
bore and chamber, they, too, should be 
cleaned thoroughly. When you can run 


a patch through the bore and it comes 
out clean, then add a touch of oil to 
the patch to lightly coat the bore sur¬ 
face. Whatever you do, don’t “oil” the 
bore and chamber as it’s not necessary. 

Both rifles and the carbine are im¬ 
ported by GSAD, 630 Maryann Drive, 
Redondo Beach, CA 90278 (phone 
-213-374-4086), but they’re available 
only through licensed dealers. Anyone 
interested in one or more of these type 
56 semiautos should have their local 
dealer contact GSAD. We can’t quote 
suggested list prices because every 
dealer won’t necessarily give you the 
same deal. But believe us, the prices 
are quite reasonable. 

Like other rifles of this type, the type 
56 is chambered for the 7.62 X 39mm 
Russian cartridge. During World War 
II the Soviets made greater use of the 
submachine gun than any other coun¬ 
try. According to the book, Small Arms 
of the World , Russian infantry massed 
with large armored units found the 
firepower of the PPSh41 and PPS43 
submachine guns extremely effective. 
Out of this experience came the re¬ 
quirement for an assault rifle. N.M. 
Elizarov and B.V. Semin developed an 
intermediate cartridge, the M43 7.62 
X 39mm, for this purpose. Ironically, 


the first adopted weapon to fire this 
cartridge was the SKS45 self-loading 
carbine. This same round is used in 
many of the rifles and carbines in the 
Soviet sphere. 

After cleaning our pieces, we visited 
a local range with a quantity of im¬ 
ported Chinese ammo, likewise very 
inexpensive, and had a go at 100-yard 
targets. We found the trigger on one 
rifle quite smooth for a military piece, 
while the other two were “standard,” 
or acceptably rough. While the sights 
can be adjusted for elevation, you’re 
stuck when it comes to making wind¬ 
age corrections. This proved to be no 
problem, however, because we were 
shooting at no distances beyond 100 
yards. 

While the type 56 and its 7.62 X 
39mm cartridge have a range beyond 
this distance, it’s not recommended 
simply because they aren’t sniper rifles. 
They weren’t developed for long range 
accuracy, so why waste your time and 
ammo. Our five-shot groups averaged 
between six and eight inches shooting 
off a bench rest. Not too accurate, but 
in a military setting where most of the 
troopers aren’t marksmen to start with, 
these groups are passable. Need we say 
more? •

If you’ve ever wondered what the 
numbers on different binoculars stand 
for, let’s start with the compact model 
number 191. These camo colored bin¬ 
oculars are rated at 7x21mm. The 7x 
means that they magnify the object you 
are viewing 7 times larger than you 
would see it with the naked eye. The 
21 means that the objecti ve lens is 
21mm in diameter. As a general rule, 
the larger the diameter of this lens, 
the greater the light gathering power, 
or “brightness.” The 191 has a rela¬ 
tive brightness of 13.5. 

Coated lenses also help brightness, 
by cutting the reflection of light away 
from the lens. Jayson binoculars are 
coated with magnesium fluoride for the 
best and brightest image. 

The PERMA FOCUS 2000 model 
number 195 is a black rubber coated 
binocular with a field of view of 578 
feet at 1,000 yards. They’re rated at 
7x35mm and made of sturdy polycar¬ 
bonate/graphite composite. Relative 
brightness is 37.5. 

The model 206 is camo colored and 
rubber armored like the compact 191, 
but this is a powerful set of optics 
—10x50mm. Field of view is 393 feet 
at 1,000 yards and relative brightness 
is 37.5. 

Each pair of binoculars comes with 
a soft nylon case and strap, protective 
optic dust caps, lens cleaning cloth and 
instructions. 

Another interesting item from Jay¬ 
son is the Discovery Sound Amplifier. 
It amplifies sound by up to 50 decibels 
and works at distances up to 200 feet. 
A good nature study item.

HE sting is slight, so, often, it 
goes unnoticed. In seconds there’s 
an all-over burning sensation, 
intensely felt in the palms of your 
hands and the soles of your feet, your 
eyes and genitals. 

Apprehension is followed by nausea 
and a throbbing in your temples. Your 
face swells grotesquely, especially the 
lips, and your eyelids may puff shut. 
Large hives appear and breathing is 
labored. Symptoms reach their peak 
in 10 minutes, and you can be dead 
in 15. If you live, the symptoms can 
torment you for four to six hours be¬ 
fore they gradually subside. 

If you’re susceptible to anaphylactic 
shock and you’re stung by an insect, 
you may just have read a description 
of your reaction. If you guessed you 
were stung by a wasp or hornet, you’d 
be wrong. The cause of your torment 
was the mildly venomous Big-Headed 
Ant. 

The Big-Headed Ant ranges through¬ 
out the eastern United States — from 
New York south and westward to 
Nebraska and Arizona. Despite its 
mild sting it is a species frequently 
guilty of causing allergic reaction. 
How such a small creature (over a mil¬ 
lion of them would weight less than 
an average teenager) can generate ma¬ 
terial of such toxicity is more of a 
mystery than why it should need it. 

While not many think of ants in terms 
of stinging, explanations become a lit¬ 
tle clearer when we realize that they 
are closely enough related to bees, 
wasps and hornets to belong to the 
same order — Hymenoptera. Hyme- 
noptera venom contains peptides, pro¬ 
teins (apamine, melittin and kinins), 
enzymes (phospholipase A and B and 
hyaluronidase) and amines (histamine 
and 5-hydroxytryptamine). The mix¬ 
ture is potent enough that a mini¬ 
scule amount — one two-hundredth of

a teaspoonful diluted to one part per 
100,000 — can trigger an allergic reac¬ 
tion. No theory has been developed to 
explain this high level of potency. As 
humans we have the sort of chemical 
composition that is most affected by 
the specific blend of the elements in 
these insects’ venom. 

We feel betrayed hearing of this 
level of toxicity in ants. Aren’t ants 


the little guys who amused us as they 
scurried about in their ant farms? 
Didn’t they make us laugh at their 
comical antics? Weren’t they always 
held up as exemplars of cooperation 
and industry winning the day? Con¬ 
temporary entomologists are beginning 
to refute some long and dearly held 
myths concerning these tiny creatures. 

First of all, the ant may not be such 


a paragon of virtue in the field of 
productive labor. Greater scrutiny rev¬ 
eals that much of an ant’s day is spent 
in idle grooming, social fraternization 
and other such non-productive activity 
that used to go unnoticed in the gen¬ 
eral helter-skelter of ant life. It also 
appears that many just go off to the 
side sometimes, fold their legs and lie 
down for a nap. On the darker side 
scientists are now beginning to sus¬ 
pect the humble little ant may be a 
predator of far greater significance 
than previously suspected. 

On one level such predatory activi¬ 
ties can be extremely useful to man 
when the ants’ prey consist of destruc¬ 
tive larval and adult plant pests. But 
predation can bring grief and woe for 
the helpless and defenseless In their 
roles as merciless hunters and scan- 
vengers they are often the first to 
reach and exploit the site of a new 
development or opportunity in their 
range. Many doctors are (Questioning 
the ant’s culpability in the ant-chewed 
remains of some abandoned babies. 

Opportunism seems a byword to this 
family of insects. They’ve seized their 
chance on the odd boat or plane for 
migration far beyond the bounds any 
lifetime of scuttling, no matter how 
frenzied, would have taken them. Mo¬ 
dem transportation has virtually open¬ 
ed the world to ants. And America, 
long renowned as the land of the 
immigrant, has welcomed more than 
its share. 

In 1890, the single most significant 
migrant came to New Orleans on a 
coffee shipment from Brazil. The Ar¬ 
gentine Ant, as it is known, is small 
(.04-. 12 inches), even for an ant. But 
what it lacks in size, it more than 
makes up for in numbers and ferocity. 
There is no more effective ant at kill¬ 
ing and driving out other species. It 
has a unique form of attack. It wins 
even against species who have larger, 
more formidable soldier workers (now 
called majors) with massive, crushing 
mandibles. The smaller, always more 
numerous Argentine Ants will circle 
the individual enemy. Suddenly on one 
side an Argentine Ant will rush for¬ 
ward and seize the tip of an enemy’s 
leg, extending it. In a flash another 
darts in to bite off the leg at the 
joint. The tactic is swiftly repeated 
all around the doomed creature until 
it lies a legless, helpless hulk to be 
dismembered by one Argentine Ant 
and carried off at leisure. 

As much of a tiger as the Argentine 
is in its own world, it poses no instant 
threat of harm in human encounters.

It has no sting and the bite is felt as 
feeble at best. It does, however, pose 
a long term danger. It has a tendency, 
perhaps due to the colony’s great num¬ 
bers, to scramble about everywhere, 
easily bringing contamination and dis¬ 
ease vectors from refuse to food and 
utensils. It also injures plants by dis¬ 
tributing its livestock of aphids, meal- 
bugs and scales everywhere. The live- 


but went unheralded among the native 
species of fire ants. There were impor¬ 
tant differences between the home¬ 
grown fire ant and the new boy on the 
block. 

The first noticeable difference was 
the Import’s ant hill. The two natives, 
the Southern Fire Ant and the Fire 
Ant, inhabit moderate to large mounds 
of loose soil. The Import builds a 15-to 


the Import and the natives is the 
heightened aggressiveness that charac¬ 
terizes the Import’s behavior. When the 
anthill is disturbed, the Imports liter¬ 
ally swarm out of the nest to defend 
it. A typical colony may contain 25,000 
Imports intent on maintaining the 
home guard. The Import’s belligerency 
also carries over to foraging and feed¬ 
ing habits. The result is an increased

stock insects are kepts, guarded and 
tended for their tasty secretions — 
known as honeydew — a habit even 
more developed in other ants. 

Fire Ants — But of all the different 
imported species, the one that has 
caused the greatest stir is the Im¬ 
ported Fire Ant. It came from Uru¬ 
guay or Argentina and was first iso¬ 
lated in Mobile, Alabama, in 1929. It 
had almost certainly been there longer 


36-inch anthill that rises out of the 
ground like a foam of dark earth or 
a burp of lava. While it may not be 
quite as hard as lava, it is more than 
hard enough to damage combines, 
threshers and other sorts of agricul¬ 
tural machinery. Even the mowers used 
to cut roadside hay have been seriously 
damaged when running into these 
anthills. It is possible for as many as 
60 mounds to infest an acre of land. 

The next radical difference between 


mortality among wild and domestic 
animals, particularly newborns. Be¬ 
cause quail’s reliance on camouflage 
for protection leads to close nesting 
habits, they suffer greatly from the 
Import’s predation. Both nestlings and 
adult quail have succumbed to the 
Imported Fire Ant. A true omnivore, 
this ant also revels in young, succu¬ 
lent vegetables. 

Perhaps the most notable difference 
is the increased potency of the Import’s 
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sting. The domestic varieties, especially 
the Southern Fire Ant, have long been 
known for sharp stings, sometimes kill¬ 
ing baby birds and mammals them¬ 
selves. The Import, however, has raised 
the ante in pain and hazard markedly 
The potential for a lethal human 
encounter here need not depend on the 
victim’s allergic reaction to the sting. 

All ants are capable of biting you. 
They bite with the curved pincers, 
called mandibles, mounted on the front 
of their heads. The results can be lack¬ 
luster, as with the Argentine Ant or 
truly sharp, like the bite of the Black 
Carpenter, one of our biggest ants at 
nearly half an inch in length. The 
Black Carpenter has no sting, but its 
bite is nearly as painful as many stings. 

Some ants, such as the California 
Harvester, bite and sting. This ant can 
make a real nuisance of itself at plant¬ 
ing time. The Imported Fire Ant takes 
the worst it can do and refines it by 
clamping its mandibles into your skin 
and then stinging a circle around the 
bite. This turns encounters with each 
individual Import into multiple inci¬ 
dents of wounds with blister-like pus¬ 
tules around each bite. 

Actually, there are two types of 
Imported Fire Ant. In Alabama in 
1945, scientists discovered a “red var¬ 
iation” to the known darker, blackish- 
red type. Apparently the red Import 
immigrated from Central America. It 
has proven to be more vigorous and 
aggressive than the darker sort and 
is now dominant. 

Treatment — To ease the pain of ant 
bites, the Navajo chew the stems of 
snakeweed and broom snakeweed to a 
pulp and then apply the poultice to 
the wound. Zunis for centuries have 
mixed the dried and powdered petals 
of saltbush with their own saliva to 
produce a salve for ant stings. In an 



venator, a great leaper and vicious stinger. 

emergency, they will crush the fresh 
flowers of the saltbush and apply the 
crushed petals to the sting. One folk 
remedy to keep ants out of the house 
is to plant mint and tansy at your 
doorstep. Such folk remedies merit 
consideration. Scientists at Cornell 
University have discovered that a 
nearly extinct variety of mint found 
in Florida releases “trans-pulgeol” 
when an insect bites into a leaf. Even 
the smell from a cut leaf will repel 
ants feeding nearby, sending them 
scrambling away. 

Modern man has become dependent 
on science and bottled, chemical solu¬ 
tions. People who are hyper-allergic 
can be de-sensitized to specific venoms. 
Unfortunately, such processes are not 
universally successful. Some unlucky 
persons suffer from what is known as 
cumulative sensitivity. Whereas most 
people would develop some immunity 


after suffering recurrent stings, peo¬ 
ple with cumulative sensitivity become 
increasingly allergic. In one case a 
young man was stung at the age of 
18. He suffered cramps, nausea, vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhea for four days. At 20 
he was stung once more and again 
suffered. At 21 he was stung for the 
last time — he died of the violent 
convulsions. 

You can carry some medicines with 
you to alleviate symptoms. Ten mil¬ 
ligram isoproterenol tablets to be 
placed under the tongue and an ad¬ 
renaline inhaler are helpful. One of 
the best medications particularly for 
those who are prone to allergies is a 
self-injectible dose of epinephrin. It 
can be carried in a pen-sized tube 
that injects the dose when the top is 
pressed. If you do carry tablets or 
syringe or inhaler, use that medica¬ 
tion immediately, before you are dis¬ 
abled by rapidly swelling tissue that 
can block oral and nasal passages. 

If you do not have medication, you 
can apply a tourniquet between the 
sting and your heart to slow the pas¬ 
sage of venom. Be careful that you do 
not cut off circulation and be sure to 
loosen the tourniquet every three to 
five minutes. If the ant has left a 
stinger embedded in your skin, scrape 
it off. If you try to pull it out, you 
may inadvertently inject more poison. 
Cool compresses and calamine lotion 
can soothe the itching as can a cool 
bath with a cup of baking soda dis¬ 
solved in the water. You may also se¬ 
cure some relief from over-the-counter 
antihistamines, but be sure to read 
the label directions before taking a 
pill, particularly if you will be driving 
or operating machinery. 

Getting rid of ant infestations is no 
easy task. Ants are extremely hardy 
and toxin-resistant creatures. The ant 
can withstand about 10,000 times the 
amount of radiation lethal to man. But 
there are insecticides that will sup¬ 
press infestations. Since new pesticides 
are being developed continuously, be 
sure to check with your nurseryman 
or county agent for information on the 
most effective and any attendant dan¬ 
gers to wildlife. 

There are two classic methods for 
poisoning ants. The first involves the 
use of a bait. The bait itself should be 
made with an attractant like soybean 
oil. Any good, fatty, greasy oil will 
work for ants love fats and greasy sub¬ 
stances derived from both plants and 
animals. You’ll also need to use a bind¬ 
ing agent such as bran or corncob grits. 
The insecticide — mirex is a good, old

one — is added to the bait in accor¬ 
dance with the package directions and 
mixed in thoroughly. The prepared bait 
should then be left close to the hill, 
nest or known paths of travel. 

The second method is to apply the 
poison directly. Typically, the insecti¬ 
cide is applied in a diluted, liquid 
form. Direct application is most effec¬ 
tive when the poison can be insinu¬ 
ated into ant holes and raked and 
stirred into the hill’s debris. 

Imported Fire Ants pose special haz¬ 
ards for those who seek to poison them 
— especially for those who plan on 
applying the poison directly. The Im¬ 
ports swarm rapidly out of the hill to 
protect the colony, remember? A typi¬ 
cal colony contains 25,000 aggressive 
fire ants ready to sting and bite in 
self defense. 

You’ll need to wear protective gear 
while you’re breaking apart that hard, 
crusty hill. High-topped rubber boots 
are best. A thick band of mentholated 
petroleum jelly around the boot top 
may serve as a repellent to keep the 
ants out of your boots. Be sure to tuck 
your pants legs into your boots. You’ll 
also need to wear long sleeves and tuck 
the cuffs into the gloves or tape the 
gloves shut over the cuffs. 

Always keep a first aid kit with 
medications for bites and stings nearby 
in case the ants penetrate your de¬ 
fenses. It is also a good idea to have 
a. helper along if for no other reason 
than to watch for and remove any ants. 

There are more than 15,000 species 
of ants worldwide. Many have under¬ 
gone surprising adaptations to carve 
out survival niches in a hostile world. 
The Cornfield Ant, common through¬ 
out North America, has no sting but 
will spray the area it bites with formic 
acid from the tip of its abdomen — 
proof that Grandpa’s tale about the pis- 
sant was a lesson in natural history. 

A large black Jumping Ant from 
Hong Kong makes prodigious leaps to 
land on or near its prey. It then uses 
its elongated mandibles to hold even 
dangerous prey a safe, distant captive 
as if stings it to death. 

The Smaller Yellow Ant found on the 
East Coast and the Midwest sprays 
formic acid from a huge reservoir in 
its head. The acid contains citronella 
to facilitate and speed the acid’s 
penetration of the skin. When dis¬ 
turbed, the Smaller Yellow Ant exudes 
the scent of citronella. 


Army Ants — The most mystifying 

and terrifying of all ant species are the 
Army Ants. They are known the world 
over. In South America they are called 
Army Ants; in Africa, Driver Ants; and 
in Asia, Marauder Ants. In their ram¬ 
paging path, pythons, semi-comatose 
as they digest a recent meal, and 
tethered horses have been stripped to 
the bone in a matter of hours. These 
ants are nearly blind and rely upon 
scent trails of one another and their 
scouts for direction. So strong is their 
compulsion to follow the leader that 
if their march is turned into a circle, 
they’ll go round and round in that one 
spot until they perish. 

All army ants live in a repetitive 
cycle of march and bivouac. Recently 
scientists have learned that this cycle 
is keyed by the reproductive cycle. 
When the larvae the army carries on 
the march pupate, they no longer need 
to be fed, and the march is halted. 
During the bivouac the queen is shield¬ 
ed by masses of workers and in this 
protected position lays more eggs. 
When the pupas hatch into hungry lar¬ 
vae, the colony renews its march for 
fresh food. 

Every ant colony has three types of 
ants — usually sterile female workers, 
a reproductive female — the queen — 
and winged, reproductive male drones.

Like the honeybees, the ant drones 

mate with the queen and die. Queens 
have been known to live for 20 years 
and workers for 10. In many species 
the workers have evolved into differ¬ 
ent forms according to their role in 
the colony. In Army Ant species they 
have evolved into small ants employed 
as scouts and general workers, medium 
size ants that serve as guards around 
the march perimeter and huge, fierce 
soldiers with great tusks of mandibles 
to rush forward and rend apart large 
prey. When two like species meet, only 
the smallest workers fight for right of 
way. The medium and larger soldiers 
remain aloof from the fray as if too 
valuable to lose in such frivolities. 
The Army Ants are among the most 
awesome and justly feared predators 
wherever they are found. All animals 
flee at their approach. They have been 
known to cause vast stampedes. 

Not many people know that there is 
an American form of the Army Ant. It’s 
widely distributed from Oklahoma and 
Arkansas to Texas and Louisiana. The 
Legionary Ant, as it’s called, travels 
in the typical cyclic pattern of march 
and bivouac. But there are differences. 
The Legionary Ant seems more truly 
blind. And in travelling it constructs 
a protective cover of cut leaves which 
the workers key together in a convex 
form so that it won’t collapse on the 
column. On march it resembles a mini¬ 
ature, undulating, rustling covered 
road. 

These ants bite and sting fiercely, 
killing chickens and small pets. Such 
capabilities would seem to put unat¬ 
tended infants at risk. Legionary Amts 
bivouac under logs and rocks and 
defend these rest areas viciously. 

Few deaths from ant bite or sting 
are recorded in the United States — 
only four from 1950 through 1959. But 
many doctors believe that a number 
of cases attributed to heart attack 
would prove to be something else on 
closer examination. Not a few experts 
believe they have good news for man¬ 
kind concerning ants. After studying 
modern ants and fossil ants and not¬ 
ing how many species are using the 
sting in a secondary role, employing 
it for such alternative activities as egg 
laying, digging and even wood boring, 
they deduce that the sting may be on 
its way out in ants, becoming as ves¬ 
tigial as our appendix and finally dis¬ 
appearing. •

Staff Evaluation 




D ESIGNED and manufactured in 
the United States, the Intratec 
Ifec-22 semiautomatic pistol operates 
by blowback and works best with stan¬ 
dard .22 LR high velocity ammunition. 

It is made of steel and reinforced 
nylon components and has a matte 
black finish. The front post sight is 
adjustable for windage and has pro¬ 
tective wings. The rear sight is a 
square notch adjustable for elevation 
with protective wings also. Sight radius 
is 6.5 inches. 

The 4-inch long barrel of our test 
gun is threaded at the muzzle and the 
muzzle is protected by a nut that eas¬ 
ily unscrews. The Tec-22 is available 
with either threaded or unthreaded 
barrels. 

The gun is shipped with one 30- 
round magazine and an owner's man¬ 
ual in a locking black plastic case. 
Overall length is 11 3 /i6 inches and 
overall height is about 6.5 inches. The 
gun weighs 29 ounces unloaded. 

There is an ambidextrous safety and 
cocking handle, making this firearm 
more appealing to the left-handed 
shooter. The slide type safety blocks 
the hammer and trigger. 

Disassembly for cleaning is simple 
and straightforward. With the gun 
unloaded, you grip the top of the 
receiver with one hand and press the 
disassembly button at the top rear of 
the receiver and lift the receiver cover 


up. You then remove the bolt assembly 
by lifting it up and out of the receiver, 
complete with latch (disassembly) but¬ 
ton. This is all the disassembly recom¬ 
mended for normal cleaning. Reassem¬ 
bly is in reverse order. 

In test firing the Tsc-22 we found it 
does not feed hollow point ammuni¬ 
tion well and frequently jammed. Our 
hollow points were some Winchester 
high velocity and CCI Stingers. The 
Stingers worked the best. On the 
whole, the hollow points were not 
intolerable, but Intratec recommends 
only standard .22LR high velocity am¬ 
munition (high velocity is needed to 
cycle the action) with round nose bul¬ 
lets be used in this gun. The manual 
states that truncated head ammuni¬ 
tion, those with a sharp angle in the 
nose (hollow points) will tend to jam. 

Other than our problems with the 
hollow points, however, we were pleased 
with the performance of this little .22. 
Its high-tech looks indicate it is well 
made and its shooting ability proves 
it is. We obtained very good accuracy 
firing at targets 25 yards away and 
using a bench rest. 

The Tec-22 Pistol is a high quality, 
accurate semiautomatic. Suggested 
retail for the threaded barrel model is 
$217.95 and for the non-threaded bar¬ 
rel model $201.95.

tion Ranger Lites as a test grin for 
testing. This is the same pistol we 
will be giving away as the top prize 
in our new 1990 Giveaway No. 2 con¬ 
test (see pages 52,53) but the winner 
will receive a brand new pistol which 
has only been test fired at the factory. 
The gun will be shipped in a padded, 
lockable plastic case. 

Our first test shooting session with 
the Ranger Lite was just after a win¬ 
ter storm in the Southern California 
mountains at high elevation and in 
bitter cold and high winds. All our 
test guns that day, our cameras and 
the test shooters were adversely af¬ 
fected by the cold. The Ranger Lite 
functioned perfectly during test firing 
but our accuracy (firing from a stand¬ 
ing position without a rest) was not 
good. We think this was due to the 
cold, because a few days later at a 
local firing range, we had excellent 
accuracy firing from a bench rest at 
25 yards from the targets. 

Once again, the test gun functioned 
perfectly. At the first firing session we 
tried a few hollow point cartridges in 
the Ranger Lite and it would not feed 
them, jamming up every time. This is 
to be expected in a mil spec gun which 
can be modified to handle hollow point 
ammunition fairly easily. 

Switching back to standard 230-grain 
military ball ammunition we experi¬ 
enced no problems whatsoever. With 
its black anodized frame and blued 
slide, black wrap around rubber grips 
and other distinctive features, the 
Ranger Lite is a handsome new addi¬ 
tion for those who favor the 1911A1 
pistols. •

Unloading the Defender 

In reading the article on the USRAC 
Winchester Defender shotgun in your 
February 1990 edition, I noted that the 
author recommended unloading live 
rounds from the magazine by cycling 
them through the action. Considering 
the number of accidental discharges 
that have taken place around the coun¬ 
try and over the years when police and 
military issue shotguns were unloaded 
in this manner, I feel that a safer 
method should have been outlined, as 
follows: Hold the shotgun with the left 
hand around the barrel and magazine 
tube just forward of the receiver with 
the shotgun on its side, loading port 
to the right. Reach into the loading 
port with the right thumb and depress 
the shell stop (located on the left side 
of the receiver wall) and let the shell 
that is released push your thumb back. 
Remove the shell and repeat the proce¬ 
dure until the magazine is empty. After 
the magazine is empty (easily verified 
visually), cycle the action open to 
ensure the chamber is also empty. As 
far as I know, this procedure will work 
with all pump action shotguns. I real¬ 
ize that the photograph accompanying 
the article in question shows the shoot¬ 
er using his trigger finger to depress 
the disconnector (no finger near the 
trigger) but, please remember Mur¬ 
phy’s Law, ‘Anything that can go 
wrong, will.” In addition to being a 
safer method of unloading, the shells 
do not have to fall on the ground where 
they can be damaged or lost. They are 
always under control of the hand used 
to release them from the magazine.

The Soviet AKM, begun 
in 1959, is a sheet-metal version of 
earlier AK47 models and was engin¬ 
eered to be more durable and lighter. 
The AKS is a Chinese semiauto ver¬ 
sion of the AK, the “S” stands for 
semi auto.

Terrorism in_ 

South America

T HE terrorist situation in Chile is 
unique. It is the only country ex¬ 
periencing terrorism where a unit of 
a ‘legitimate’ former government has 
taken up the bomb and the gun, and 
become a terrorist organization, dedi¬ 
cated to over-throwing the existing 
government. 


The seeds of Chilean terrorism began 
on November 3, 1970. On that day, 
Latin America’s first democratically 
elected communist president, Salvador 
Allende Gossens, was sworn in. Al¬ 
though the new president declared “to 
faithfully fulfill the post of president 
of the Republic preserving the integrity 
and independence of the Nation, and

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to guard and enforce the Constitution 
and the laws,” it soon became appar¬ 
ent that Allende was marching to a 
different drum beat other than Chilean 
nationalism. His drum beat was that 
of Marxism and the legacy of the 
Argentine-born revolutionary, Che 
Guevara, and his goal was to turn 
Chile into a classic Marxist state.

The dream of Che Guevara, the guer¬ 
rilla communist who was killed in 
Bolivia in 1967 while trying to create 
a Marxist Latin America, was about to 
come true in Allende’s Marxist Chile. 

Shortly after Allende’s assumption 
to power, Moscow and Havana were 
pouring in supplies and advisors to 
the new communist nation. 

Chile had always been considered a 
breadbasket. The nation was almost 
self-sufficient in foodstuffs and in 
many consumer goods. It had a large 
and prosperous middle class, and had 
avoided much of the political turmoil 
of coups and counter - coups which 
ravaged many other Latin American 
nations. Its armed forces had been, with 
rare exceptions, apolitical and had left 
the governing of the nation to civilians. 

Chile’s economic system was thrown 
into a tailspin when the Popular Unity 
Party of Allende decreed that several 
hundred different companies would 
come under state control in order to 
“end monopoly and exploitation.” The 
objective of this program was, of course, 
to destroy the middle class and any 
opposition to the Marxist regime. The 
result of the takeovers and the mis¬ 
management of the economy, was an 
economic crisis of massive proportions. 
When Allende took power, inflation was 
a manageable 34.9 percent, mild, by 
Latin American standards. This figure 
reached 163.4 percent in 1972, and in 
1973, when the Military Junta took 
over, it had soared to a peak of 300 
percent. Chile was importing foodstuffs 
and consumer goods in great amounts, 
mostly poor quality products from 
communist nations. 

The MIR Shock Troops — The Mo- 
viemento de Izquierda Revolucionario, 
MIR or Movement of the Revolution¬ 
ary Left, is a Marxist, largely middle- 
class guerilla-terrorist organization, 
which was founded at the University 
of Concepcion in 1965. The “Miris¬ 
tas” outlawed by previous governments 
because of the ties to the Terrorist 
Tupamoros of Uruguay, and the Ejer- 
cito Revolucinario del Pueblo of Ar¬ 
gentina, quickly became part of Al¬ 
lende’s coercive apparatus to com- 
munize Chile by becoming the govern¬ 
ment’s shock troops in forcing Allende’s 
takeovers. Formed into armed para¬ 
military units, and acting directly 
under the orders of the more extreme 
elements of the Popular Unity Party 

— but free from government controls 

— the Miristas were given quasi- 
governmental status. 

The Miristas engaged in the violent 


and illegal seizure of farms and bus¬ 
inesses throughout Chile, and attempt¬ 
ed to establish liberated zones in the 
southern provinces and in the workers 
suburbs of the major cities. The MIR 
established “Soviets” of workers and 
peasants and armed them, thus creat¬ 
ing a worker’s milita to counterbalance 
the armed forces. Also, the MIR served 
as Allende’s bodyguards — sort of a 
secret service — and acted as his 
praetorian guard. 

The true nature of MIR violence 
came to light when General Rene 
Schneider, the Commander-in-Chief of

the Chilean Armed Forces, was am¬ 
bushed and assassinated by a Mirista 
terrorist hit squad. This act, more 
than any other, set the Chilean armed 
forces on a collision course with the 
Allende government and his MIR 
supporters. 

The military leaders of present-day 
Chile claim that the trigger which top¬ 
pled the Allende regime — and ulti¬ 
mately his violent death in Moneda 
Palace, was the discovery of detailed 
MIR plans to assassinate hundreds of 
opposition leaders which included 
senior military officers, conservative 
politicians and journalists, business¬ 
men, and any others considered a 
threat to Allende’s government. This 
“night of the long knives” would 
have taken place on Chile’s indepen¬ 
dence day, 1973. 

Huge clandestine arms cashes were 
discovered throughout the country. In 
the Presidential Palace alone, enough 
weapons to arm 1,000 men were found. 
Cuban and Soviet weapons had been 
flooding the country since Allende’s 
assumption of power and were finding 


their way into the hands of MIR para¬ 
military units. 

At 4 a.m. on September 11,1973, the 
Junta struck. Army tanks rumbled up 
to Moneda Palace and fired point blank. 
The Chilean air force dropped bombs 
on the Palace and MIR strong-holds 
in Santiago. In the port city of Val- 
pariso, the naval garrison attacked 
MIR enclaves and the Carabineros, the 
internal security police, rounded up 
thousands of Miristas and other Al¬ 
lende supporters and put them in con¬ 
centration camps. Many were sum¬ 
marily executed. 

Soon, it was all over. Allende was 
found dead in the rubble of the Pre¬ 
sidential Palace, and a new govern¬ 
ment, the Government Junta of the 
Armed Forces and the Carabineros of 
Chile, under the presidency of General 
Augusto Pinochet, came to power. 

Those members of the MIR who wei’e 
not killed or imprisoned, fled into exile 
or went underground in Chile to await 
a new opportune to strike. Those 
remnants of the MIR which escaped, 
became part of the Latin American 
“terrorist International” — the Junta 
of Revolutionary Co-Ordination (JCR) 
which was composed of the Argentin¬ 
ian Ejercito Revolucinario del Pueblo 
(EDP) or Revolutionary Army of the 
People, and the now-defeated Tupa¬ 
moros from Uruguay, and the Bolivian 
Ejercito de Liberacion Nacional (ELN) 
or National Liberation Army. These 
three terrorist-guerrilla organizations 
developed a war chest of $5 million, 
mostly from sympathetic nations such 
as Cuba, the Soviet Union, and the 
Third World. The money was used to 
fund operations throughout Europe, 
arms procurement, and the production 
of a revolutionary journal entitled Che 
Guevara. 

The highest priority of the JCR was 
the overthrow of the Chilean military 
government, and the assassination of 
Augusto Pinochet. 

Chile is a special target for com¬ 
munist terrorism because it is the 
only country to successfully overthrow 
a communist regime. 

The late leader Leonid Brezhnev 
provided a clue to the impact in the 
Kremlin of what happened on Sep¬ 
tember 11, 1973 in Chile. In a speech 
of January 13, 1980, explaining the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, Brezh¬ 
nev said: “ . . the time came when 
we no longer could fail to respond to 
the request of friendly Afghanistan. Tb 
have acted otherwise, would have 
meant leaving Afghanistan to the prey 
of imperialism, allowing the aggres- 
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sive forces of reaction to repeat in 
that country, what they had succeeded 
in doing in Chile. . .” 

In 1980, the Kremlin, the under¬ 
ground Communist Party of Chile 
(PCC) and the Soviet KGB, began a 
program of subversion based on terror. 
The MIR, and a new group, the Man¬ 
ual Rodriquez Patrotic Front (FPMR) 
named after a 19th Century Chilean 
hero, launched a campaign of de- 
stabilization and terror shortly after 
Brezhnev’s speech. 

A Strategy of Terror — An April 
1985 report by the PCC’s political 
commission to its central committee 
laid out a strategy of terror. It stated. . . 
‘‘We believe that it will take a mass 
uprising, to overthrow the dictatorship. 
We refer to a state of general rebellion, 
proceeded by a campaign of terror, that 
will truly paralyze the country: popu¬ 
lar action in the key urban centers with 
decisive participation of the industrial 
proletariat, students, middle strata and 
peasants. This action must be backed 
by effective blows to paralyze the dic¬ 
tatorship and help to accelerate the 
moral and political disintegration of 
its repressive forces. This process 
should culminate in the capture by the 
masses of the main political centers 
of the country.” 

The PCC has developed an elaborate 
underground organization which has 
been in existence since 1922, when the 
PCC was founded. It is the largest 
Communist Party in Latin America, 
after Cuba’s. It was merged with the 
People’s Democratic Movement (MDP), 
the pro-Soviet Clodomiro Almeyda fac¬ 
tion of the Chilean Socialist Party, 
directed from East Germany, and the 
action agencies which would carry out 
the “campaign of terror” of the coa¬ 
lition, are the MIR and the FPMR. 

Since 1973, thousands of MIR mili¬ 
tants had received terrorist training 
in Cuba the Soviet Union, and the Mid¬ 
dle East, and have reinfiltrated back 
into Chile. Most of the training took 
six months or more and, when com¬ 
pleted, Cuba assisted their return with 
false passports and identification 
papers, and insertion by trawlers or 
even submarines. Towards the end of 
1980, several hundred Miristas were 
already in place. According to MIR 
leader Pascla Allende, the late presi¬ 
dent’s nephew, 1986 would see the 
beginning of the final campaign to get 


rid of Pinochet and return Chile to 
Marxism. 

The MIR is believed to have about 
4,000 members in Chile at the present 
time, and the FPMR about 2,000-6,000 
in all, in a country with a popula¬ 
tion of 12 million. That would be the 
equivalent of a terrorist guerrilla 
force of 120,000 in the United States. 

In the terrorist phase of the “Come¬ 
back Plan,” the Mirista-Manual Rodri¬ 
quez terrorists have been responsible 
for the following actions: 

1983 — a series of bombings against 
electrical utilities throughout Chile. 

1984 — FPMR commandos bombed 
or shot at police or military installa¬ 
tions eight times killing four and 


wounding five. 

1985 — MIR—FPMR car bombs were 
exploded 11 times. One was outside the 
U.S. Consulate. 

1984-1985 — Both groups carried out 
a series of kidnappings. The small son 
of a wealthy Santiago businessman was 
kidnapped, and a huge ransom paid. 
An official of Chile’s national police, 
and a high ranking officer of the San¬ 
tiago army garrison was kidnapped. 

The PCC/MIR/FPMR assault on the 
Pinochet regime has all of the ear¬ 
marks of a total Latin American ter¬ 
rorist effort, involving many different 
groups outside of those of the JCR. 
The MIR has solicited the support of 
those groups in nations bordering Chile 
in order to have access to training 
areas and supplies. Some evidences are: 

In October 1983, two Chilean Miri¬ 


stas and five Bolivians, all trainees at 
a guerrilla training camp, were ar¬ 
rested by the Bolivian army. 

In early 1984, two Miristas were 
arrested in northern Peru driving a 
truck carrying a large quantity of 
arms destined for Chile. 

In October 1985, Bolivian police 
raided a safe house in La Paz, where 
an FPMR support center was operat¬ 
ing. They arrested Bolivian, Argentine, 
and Chilean nationals and found ma¬ 
terials for falsifying documents, a 
direct-access telephone link to Havana, 
and an arms cache consisting of M-16 
rifles, Soviet RPG-7 rocket launchers, 
and mortars. 

That same month, Peruvian police 


discovered an arsenal of 1,000 rifles, 
500 mortars, boxes of grenades, port¬ 
able radar sets, outboard motors, and 
other war materials southeast of Thcna, 
Peru. Peruvians, Bolivians, Argentines, 
and Chileans were arrested for carry¬ 
ing false personal documentation, 
among other charges. The documents 
and weapons were later traced to Libya. 

On August 6,1986, Chilean security 
forces discovered the first of four caches 
of a 20-ton guerrilla-terrorist arsenal 
hidden in abandoned mine shafts 400 
miles north of Santiago, along Chile’s 
mostly deserted coastline. Later, sever al 
additional caches from the same ship¬ 
ment found in Santiago and two other 
towns, raised the total arms discovered 
to 50 tons. 

Twenty-nine members of the PCC 
and affiliated groups (MIR and FPMR) 
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had been arrested by mid-September. 
They told the ‘interrogators’ of DINA, 
Chile’s ruthless secret police, that a 
similar shipment had been brought 
ashore from the Cuban trawler, Rio 
Najasa , lying at anchor outside of the 
country’s 200-mile limit. Arms from 
that shipment had already been dis¬ 
tributed to extremists in the country. 

This fantastic haul of arms proved 
the obsession that both Moscow and 
Havana had about overthrowing Pino¬ 
chet. The arms caches included the 
following: 

3,383 M-16 rifles which were “sani¬ 
tized and recycled” from captured 
American stocks in South Vietnam, 
114 RPG-7 Soviet Rocket launchers, 
148 Belgian FAL rifles, 2 million rounds 
of ammunition, 4,000 rockets and 
projectiles, 117 Soviet pistols, 2 tons 
of TNT, fuses, and detonators, and hun¬ 
dreds of boxes of C-4 plastic explosives. 

George Jones, deputy U.S. Chief of 
Mission in Santiago, stated that the 
Chilean arms caches constituted the 
largest quantity of weapons ever re¬ 
ported by a Latin American nation. 
There was no doubt about it, the PCC 
and its MIR/FPMR hit men were plan¬ 
ning a full-scale war, and these were 
the weapons with which to wage it. 
The signal for the beginning of the 
war was to be a cataclysmic event. 

Assassination Attempt — The trig¬ 
ger for the uprising against the Mili¬ 
tary Junta was almost a repeat of the 
“night of the long knives” of 1973. The 
weapons were in place for distribution 
but, instead of hundreds being singled 
out for elimination, the general rebel¬ 
lion and the all-out terrorist assault 
would begin with the assassination of 
General Pinochet. 

On September 7,1986, the president 
and members of his staff, were travel¬ 
ling in a protected motorcade on a 
canyon road some 18 miles south of 
Santiago. Twenty-five guerrilla-terror¬ 
ists, a combined MIR-FPMR hit squad, 
lay in ambush with an assortment of 
weapons which would “guarantee” the 
president’s death. A volley of rocket 
and automatic rifle fire raked the 
presidential convoy. Five members of 
Pinochet’s guard detail were killed 
and nine others were wounded, but 
the president was only slightly in¬ 
jured. Skillful evasive driving by his 
chauffeur enabled him to escape. 

The MIR/FPMR is constantly seek¬ 
ing new targets, especially those which 
represent North American interests. 
One institution which has been tar¬ 
geted in Chile in 1989, is the Church 


of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, 
or “the Mormons.” 

Mormon chapels have been dyna¬ 
mited with increasing frequency, al¬ 
though neither members nor mission¬ 
aries have been harmed as they have 
been in Bolivia. The Mormon Church 
is perceived by the MIR/FPMR as an 
agency of North American imperial¬ 
ism; an arm of American capitalism 
masquarading as a religious organi¬ 
zation and headquartered in Utah. 

And so, little has changed since. 
Pinochet is still in power and the 
Junta is firmly entrenched. Despite 
promises of future elections, Pinochet 
rules Chile with an iron hand and with 
the ruthless assistance of the armed 
forces, and anti-terrorist organizations 
such as DINA, and the carabineros. 
The MIR/FPMR are still active, though 
slightly battered after the massive 
sweeps since the assassination attempt, 
and arms are still being smuggled into 
Chile over the Andes, and from the sea. 

In 1966. Fidel Castro hosted the Tri- 
Continental Conference in Havana and 
“liberation fighters” from the three 
Third World continents of Asia, Africa, 
and Latin America attended to plan 
and co-ordinate a unified assault 
against the forces of imperialism. 

Ernesto “Che” Guevara, Fidel Cas¬ 
tro’s guerrilla theoretician, devised the 
strategy of entering Bolivia, a poor 
landlocked nation bordering on five 
other countries, and launching a guer¬ 
rilla war which would spread conti¬ 
nent wide. Fortunately, for Bolivia and 
the rest of South America, his strategy 
failed. The capture and subsequent 
execution of Guevara by tough, Un¬ 
trained Bolivian rangers, proved the 
risks — and perhaps the obsolescence 
of rural guerrilla war. 

A new strategy was adopted shortly 
after his death in 1967. Carlos Mari- 
ghella, the veteran Brazilian terrorist 
wrote a small volume titled The Mini¬ 
manual of the Urban Guerrilla , which 
is now required reading by terrorist 
groups around the world. The Mini- 
Manual signaled the shift of emphasis 
— from the dangerous countryside, to 
the sanctuary of the cities. 

Although the strategy of Che Gue¬ 
vara’s rural guerrilla warfare may be 
overshadowed by Marighella’s, Che 
Guevara is still the patron saint of the 
“liberation struggle.” 

What effects the recent reverses of 
communism in Eastern Europe and li¬ 
beralization of the political system in 
the Soviet Union will have on groups 
such as the MIR and FPMR are un¬ 
known at present, •

VERY year about 150,000 people 
drown, 7,000 in the United States 
alone. 90 percent drown within 10 
yards of safety. Males drown 3 to 5 
times more frequently than females 
and this increases to 30 times in the 
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younger age groups. Drowning is the 
third most common cause of death in 
infants, following neonatal mortality 
and motor vehicle accidents. 

Contributing causes in children can 
include lack of supervision, intoxicated 
supervising adults, child neglect and 
abuse, and parents not knowing who 
is watching the child. 

In adults contributing factors can 
include alcohol (in up to 80 percent), 
boating mishaps, poor or no swimming 
ability, injuries, medical problems 
(heart attacks, strokes, suicides, etc.), 
bad weather, getting tangled in weeds 
or rope, and cold (hypothermia). 

Before we talk about what should be 
done for the drowning person, let's talk 
about preventative measures. It would 
seem that if alcohol is a contributing 
factor in up to 80 percent of the cases, 
refraining from it would be prudent 
when near the water. Another thing 
that would help matters greatly is the 
wearing of PFDs (personal flotation 
devices). In Minnesota, where I live, 
it is required that every person on 
board a watercraft wear or have read¬ 
ily accessible a Coast Guard approved 
Type I, II, III, or IV personal flota¬ 
tion device (PFD) which is in service¬ 
able condition. Furthermore, it must 
be of the appropriate size for the in¬ 
tended wearer, if it is the type that 
is to be worn. In 1988 Minnesota set 
requirements that included waterfowl 


hunters to have PFDs accessible also. 

There are 4 basic types of PFDs. The 
Type I is a vest or yoke type device 
generally found on commercial craft 
It is designed to turn most unconscious 
persons from a face downward to a face 
up position in the water. 

The Type II is a buoyant vest that 
often looks like a horse collar and is 
worn like a bib. It has the same turn¬ 
ing ability as a Type I, but will not 
turn as many persons under similar 
conditions. 

The Type III PFDs are special pur¬ 
pose. These are foam filled usually, 
and come in a variety of colors and 
styles, including vests for sailing, 
canoeing, water-skiing, hunting, and 
general boating as well as full-sleeved 
jackets. They will not upright an in¬ 
dividual, but offer the protection 
against immersion hypothermia. 

TVpe IV PFDs include buoyant cush¬ 
ions or ring buoys. These are not de¬ 
signed for wearing. These, as all other 
PFDs should be checked periodically 
to assure that they are still in ser¬ 
viceable condition. 

Let's assume that the PFD has been 
worn (if not that, close enough to be 
grabbed) and you are in the water It 
is important to remember that body 
heat is lost up to 30 times greater in 
water than in air and cold water is 
not going to help matters. Keeping 
your head out of the water is impor- 




























tant, not only for the fact that you 
will be able to breathe, but that 50 
percent of body heat is lost from the 
head. The neck, sides, and groin are 

other high heat loss areas. There is 

a position, the H.E.L.P. (heat escape 
lessening posture). This position in¬ 
creases the time that it takes for heat 


to leave the body. It should be noted 
that some PFDs prohibit such a posi¬ 
tion and that a partial H.E.L.P posi¬ 
tion is better than none. If you are 

not alone, huddle with others. 

Swimming to shore is usually not 
suggested as some victims are not good 
swimmers to begin with and the cold 


water does not help. Staying with the 
watercraft is suggested as it is easy 
to spot compared to a person. Swim 
only if there is no chance of being 
rescued, and if at all possible, have a 
PFD with you. 

OK, you are not the victim, but the 
rescuer. Do not go into the water to 
save someone unless you are a good 
swimmer and have been trained in 
water rescue. 

If the victim is responsive and close, 
you can hold out an object and have 
him or her grab it, allowing you to 
pull them to safety. A branch, oar, 
stick, anything similar should work. 
You can possibly grab the person, mak¬ 
ing sure that you will not be pulled 
into the water by strong current or the 
victim himself. 

If the victim is alert, but too far to 
reach an object held out to him, you 
can throw an object that will float. A 
PFD is great. Other objects that float 
are air mattresses, inner tubes, coolers, 
boards, lots of things. Once this reaches 
the victim, try to tow him to shore if 
it is attached to a line. When you pull, 
make sure you are safe, being no deeper 
than waist deep if you are wading out. 

If the victim is too far away to reach 
for handing or throwing an object, you 
can row a boat to him. Wear a PFD! 
If the victim is conscious, have him 
grab the stem of the boat. You can 
hand an oar also to help him get into 
the boat. It can be very tricky, espe¬ 
cially in a canoe to have a victim 
board. Be careful. 

Medically we have priorities. The 
airway, breathing, and circulation sta¬ 
tus of the victim must be established. 
All water accident victims are consi¬ 
dered to have neck and back injuries 
until proven otherwise. Hypothermia 
has to be considered. Other injuries and 
illnesses should be considered also. 
Let’s sort this out. 

If the victim is alert, we can rule out 
major airway, breathing and circula¬ 
tion problems. There could be a spinal 
injury, hypothermia, or other problems. 
The good news is that for now, the ABCs 
are intact. 

If the victim is not responsive, we 
must, as soon as we can reach him, 
open the airway and assure that he 
is breathing on his own or with our 
help. This can be done with the victim 
in the water, the head above the water 
line. The head-tilt/chin-lift maneuver is 
suggested in most cases for opening 
an airway, but if there is suspicion 
of a spinal injury, try to use the jaw- 
thrust maneuver. The priority is an 
open airway, but again try to be con-

siderate as to the possibility of a spi¬ 
nal injury. If there is breathing, great. 
If not, give mouth to mouth ventila¬ 
tions. Don’t worry about whether there 
is a pulse or not until you get the 
individual onto a flat surface as you 
can not do external chest compressions 
otherwise. Once there, check for a 
pulse, and do chest compressions if 
need be. 

I feel it is important at this time to 
mention MDR, the mammalian dive 
reflex. When the face is immersed in 
cold water, blood circulation concen¬ 
trates on the core of the body, mainly 
the heart, lungs, and the brain. This 
can extend the survival time of an 
individual who is not breathing, or not 
breathing and having no heart beat 
from the normal 4-6 minutes to over 
45 minutes. Contributing factors to the 
MDR are age, the younger the better, 
and cold water. 

It seems that the mammalian dive 
reflex is strongest at birth and slowly 
decreases with age. Cold water is what 
induces the MDR. Water below 70 
degrees F. Even in summer the water 
temperature is below 70 degrees F. 
below the thermocline. The point of all 
this is that all drowning victims should 
have resuscitation attempted on them. 
Even the “obviously dead.” Immersion 
hypothermia causes a slowing of body 
metabolism, apnea (stoppage of breath¬ 
ing), and bradycardia (slow pulse rate). 
Don’t be fooled! Try! 

As far as the spinal iryuries go, the 
removal of a victim from the water 
should cause no twisting, bending, or 
shaking. Maintain body alignment if 
at all possible. Ideally a backboard or 
similar device can be slid under the 
victim. If no backboard is available, try 
to have enough helpers lifting and 
removing the victim as a unit. One 
person in charge works best while 
doing this. 

Once the victim is removed, you can 
treat other problems as priorities allow, 
if hypothermia presents itself, remove 
all wet clothing as soon as possible and 
wrap the victim in blankets or a sleep¬ 
ing bag. Again, remember to cover the 
head, groin, and sides of the chest. Do 
not allow victims that have been re¬ 
warmed to walk, as stagnant blood, pos¬ 
sibly cool, can circulate into the body’s 
core. This can cause “afterdrop.” For 
the same reason, hypothermia victims 
should be treated carefully. 

One question often asked is “should 


I get the water out of their lungs?” 
Let’s look at the drowning process 
itself. Initially there is panic, a strug¬ 
gle, and breath holding. The victim 
swallows large amounts of water and 
vomits and aspirates (sucks it into the 
windpipe). This is a wet drowning. 
In a dry drowning, the victim has a 
laryngospasm that prevents water from 
getting into the lungs. When the laryn¬ 


gospasm relaxes, the victim is not 
breathing and little, if any water enters. 

In either case, do not waste time get¬ 
ting water out of the lungs, but get 
oxygen into the lungs. 

Once we educate people to avoid alco¬ 
hol, wear PFDs, take C.P.R. courses, 
and keep a closer eye on children, we 
should be able to drop the near drown¬ 
ing and drowning statistics. •
